Ten years ago, the board discovers, 
Canada was a heavy exporter of butter, eggs and poultry. 
Now she is actually importing these in dangerously large 
quantities, and into the farming country at that. The man| 
who carried coal to Newcastle has been outdone. 

With this information before it, Mr. Borden's investiga- 
tors have about decided that they do not require to go any 
farther. Already they have unmasked what seems to them 
to be the cause of the trouble, which they designate as under- 
production in agricultural lines. What is needed is greater 
development of the farming business. 

But amazing though this discovery may appear to the! 
, conservative members, it will not come with such a shock | 

of surprise to many who have intelligently followed the trend 

of events to learn that agriculture has not kept pace with the 

increase of population in the cities. This is exactly what the | 
free traders have been claiming all along; and how could it! 
be otherwise? 

The whole tariff arrangement, from beginning to end, 
has been upon the hypothesis that it is Canada’s business to 
build cities. The protectionist presumption is that agricul- 
ture can be made to carry the burden of an artificial cost on 
everything, from shoe laces to threshing machines. And | 
when agriculture, breathless and weary from carrying the} 
nation’s load and the penalty of protection besides, pauses 
from arrested growth, the protectionists are stirred with a} 
shock of surprise that such an outcome could follow. They | 
are as horrified as the man who did not know that it was 
loaded. 

But no attempt to cut down the price of 
products while still retaining protection is likely to bring 
national relief. What would it avail to take the money away 
from the farmers? Their business has already been brought 
to a standstill by their own high cost of production. Before 
the country can ke put upon a sound basis, the farming busi- 
ness itself must be relieved by access to the very best markets 
and an opportunity to buy in the best market the things they 
need in their business. 

This is the idea the grain growers had in mind when 
they asked for a reciprocal arrangement with United States 
and the abolition of all duties against British imports. The 
Borden government has already been compelled to acknow- 
ledge the substantial truth of this claim, and is about to give 
it half recognition by making the necessary arrangements to 
gain access for wastern farmers to United States markets.

Centenary of Treaty Which 
I Gave Norway to Sweden. 

One hundred years ago today the repre- 
sentatives of England, Sweden and Den- 
mark concluded at Kiel a treaty by which 
Denmark was forced to cede Norway to 
Sweden, and by which Sweden, in return, 
gkave up Pomerania to Denmark. England 
magnanimously restored to Denmark all 
the conquests made {n the East and West 
Indies--all territory, in short, that had 
been occupied by British troops, excepting 
Heligoland. The treaty Was not wholly 
satisfactory to either the Danes, the Nor- 
werlans nor the Swedes. Pomerania was 
too distant to form a suitable appendage to 
the Danish territory, and was exchanged 
for a sum of money and a small district 
adjoining Holstein. Tomerania thus came 
into the possession of I'russta, as one of 
the fruits of the peace pact. The Norwe- 
Klans, while glad to be freed from the 
Danish yoke, were at first inclined to re- 
Sist the annexation of thelr country by 
Sweden, On the {7th of May following 
they declared their independence, but their 
means of resistance were small, and the 
Swedes, while dispatching troops to Nor- 
way, offered NMberal terms.

R. F. Outcault, Papa of 

“Buster Brown,”’ 51 Today. 

Richard Felton Outcault, who Buster 
Browned himself into fame and fortune, ts 
a native son of the Buckeye State, having 
been born at Lancaster, O., fifty-one years 
ago today, Mr, Outcault was one of the 
ploneers in the colored comic business, and 
his creations have always ranked among 
the most popular. He is often described 
as the highest paid of all newspaper art- 
{sts, and his Income 1s said, by those who 
pretend to know, to be not. less than 
$50,000 a year, 

It was nearly a score of years ago that 
R. F. began tls artistic career, *ogan’s 
Alley,” which was a feature of the New 
York World, was his first bid for fane. 
The following year he went over to Mr. 
Hearst's Journal, and the “Yellow Kid" 
burst upon the world in all his saffron 
effulgence. The “kid speedily won a lot 
of friends, and, In the language of the 
Gothamese, he was “a scream.”

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OUTBREAK OF HOG 
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CHOLERA REACHED 
ALARMING STAGE 


City Fathers Discuss Matter 
and Decide To Keep Close 
Watch on Meat, 


FARMER CLOSE TO CITY 
HAS 105 HOGS DESTROYED 


Trouble Is Thought to Be 
Spread by Using Hotel 
Refuse as Feed, 


That the hog cholera epidemic is 
More serious than has been thought at 
first sight is the information given to 
fhe councli last night by Aldermen 
Sheppard and Campbell. The discus- 
sion on this subject was brought up as 
the outcome of a letter on the matter 
addressed to Alderman Sheppard, This 
letter was forwarded direet to Dr. 
Whitelaw who promptly reported to the 
council, that hotel refuse is responsible 
and recommends forbidding its use un- 
less cooked. . 

After hearing the letter read and Dr, 
Whitelaw’s opinion of the cause and the 
remedy, Alderman Sheppard stated that 
this is a very serious matter, not only 
for the farmer but also for the city, 
While the food inspector is keeping a 
close watch and is working in conjunc- 
tion with the provincial food inspector, 
yet there is a possibility of some meat 
retting through which should not be 
allowed, he suggested, 

Loses Whole Flock, 

Alderman Campbell said that he 
viewed {it in a most serious Hght and 
referred to a farmer whom he knew 
living 25 miles out from the city who 
recently had his whole flock of 105 des- 
troyed by the Inspector, 

The letter submitted by George S&S. 
Long and the communication from Dr, 
Whitelaw which accompanied it to 
council are printed helow: 

Letter from G, S, Long. 

“I am writing to you with the request 
that you take up with the city council 
the question of hog cholera’ that {js 
hecoming a trouble and the cause of 
the slaughtering of so many hogs in 
{he surrounding district of Edmonton, 
believing it originated among those who 
feed slops from the city—it is very con- 
taxious and easily spread—thinking you 
might have power to have the slops 
destroyed and not fed to animals. If 
{{ was destroyed and not fed, we might 
get rid of the trouble” 

Dr. Whitelaw’s Report. 

“I bey; to enclose copy of letter re- 
ceived by Alderman Sheppard from 
Mr. George S, Long of Namayo, regard- 
ing the question of hog cholera. J have 
written Mr. Long, stating that I sould 
bring this matter before’ your hon- 
orable body at the first opportunity, 

“It is impossible to over-estimate the 
importance of dealing promptly and 
effectively with this matter, and while 
everything possible has up to the pre- 
sent time been done by the food |n- 
spector of the city and the Dominion 
veterinary surgeon to put an end to 
this epidemic, it is absolutely necessary 
that some steps should be taken to get

As you are aware, hotel barbage and | 
slops are not removed by the scaveng- | 
Ing department free of charge,’ as is | 
the case from private houses, and | 
therefore, hotelkeepers have been in the 
hablt of making their own arrange- 
ments with parties who haye hogs to 
feed, for the free removal of their gar- 
bage by these parties, If this theory be 
well founded, it would be much better 
for the city to remove all hotel garbage 
and slops free, than run the risk of 
continuing the prevalence of this dis- 
ease {n our district, 

Many hundreds of infected hogs In 
the vicinity of the city have been des- 
troyed and hog ranches quarantined as 
a result of the work done by the food 
inspector of the city and the dominion 
veterinary surgeon, but it appears that 
the disease has to some slight extent 
spread into the surrounding country. 

The breeding of hogs is one of the 
most Important industries of our dis- 
trict, And an industry with which the 
future prosperity of our city is closely 
associated, It therefore behooves us to | 
leave nothing undone to again re- 
establish the reputation we have en- | 
Joyed as a country free from this 
scourge, “Mr. Long’s suggestion that 
a committee of three should wait on 
the*city council might well be consid- 
ered, and if such a meeting is called, I 
would suggest that the Dominion. vete- 
rinary surgeon, the health department, 
food inspector, and the medical officer 
of health, be asked to attend this meet- 
ing.
